She agreed, 
she said, and they lived together six 
months. 


After they had retinted to

had married a Aliss Gormley.

hogan hunting him, silo said, and lie 
and his wife left town.

NEW LAWS

rents or guardians 
or 
custodians 
whose children arc out of school il­ 
legally and shall perform other du­ 
ties relative to Hie proper 
attend­ 
ance of school by 
children 
under 
sixteen years of age. 
Tile attendance officer has 
work 
closely related to 
the 
community 
welfare and shall see that children 
who are unable to buy hooks 
and 
clothing lie supplied so. that 
they 
may attend classes regularly. 
In 
case the attendance officer finds that 
any child of school age is not in the 
class room as required by law he 
shall ascertain the cause and serve 
notice upon the parents to keep such 
child in school .regularly. 
The attendance officer has numer­ 
ous duties in connection 
with the 
employment of ehildifen. 
The 
law 
provides that no boy 
between 
the 
ages of fourteen and sixteen and 
no girl between the ages of fourteen 
and eighteen shall be 
permitted to 
work in any gainful occupation oth­ 
er than farm labor or domestic ser­ 
vice more than eight hovers in any 
one day nor more ban forty-eight 
hours in any one 
week. 
Factories 
employing minors are 
required to 
keep posted in a conspicuous place 
the names of all persons under six­ 
teen years of age and their respec­ 
tive ages.
